Year s ago the compounds wer e 
pur chased for use in the passenger 
tr affic, but they did not wor k satis­ 
factor y in the steaming qualities 
and they wer e put on the fr eight 
tr affic. Since then the Columbians 
have done the passenger ser vice on 
the main line, and they have been 
the pr ide of the r oad as well as the 
engine 
men 
that 
have 
handled 
them. 
Since the ilyer s have been put on 
the r oad again, however , the man­ 
agement having exper ienced gr eat 
difficulty in the hind tr ucks of the 
Columbians jumping the r ails, and 
delays 
became so fr equent fr om 
this cause that it was decided to 
r etir e them fr om the fast r uns and 
put them on the local tr ains. 
Whether this difficulty can be 
obviated or not r emains to be seen, 
but it is quite a disappointment to 
tr ainmen to r egulate the handsome 
engines, the speed of which is al­ 
most unlimited, while 
the com­ 
pounds have a r eputation for losing 
time r ather than gaining any when 
it is essential.

C i i E Y K N X E , W y o . , June 7.— A 


second battle w ith the dynamiters 


of the U nion Pacific express train 


has been fought in the mountains, 


forty-five miles north of Casper, by 


the sheriff’

in pursuit since S u n d a y morning, 


and, as a result, one man 
is dead.

creek,

C a sp er since M o n d a y directing the 
w o rk of h u n tin g the 
robbers, ten­ 


dered the use of 
his private train, 
and Hasen w as taken to his home 
at 
D o u glas.

that the 
officer died shortly

his liome. 
T h e posse resumed the fight as 
soon as Hasen h id been removed,

a w a y , where they intrenched them ­

noon, the mercury went steadily 
up. 
A t 3 o’clock it reached the 
limit, 98. 
On only two June days in the 
past twelve years has the tempera­ 
ture reached anything like it did 
yesterday. 
In the year 1S8S and 
also in 1893, the 
maximum for 
June was 96. 
The record at the 
weather bureau was 98 deg. ; on 
the street it was several degrees 
warmer and the atmosphere w^as 
terribly oppressive. 
The opening of the heat season 
with the record breaking tempera­ 
ture was accompanied by an un­ 
usual number of prostrations for 
this time of the year. In N ew Y o rk 
c ity and 
several 
of the 
nearby 
towns 
there 
were 
thirty-one 
prostrations 
recorded. 
Tw enty- 
three of these occurred in 
N ew 
Y o r k city. Only two cases were w o­ 
men ; the remainder were mostly 
w orking men. 
In Jersey City six 
prostrations are recorded, one of 
these being a woman. Long Island 
C ity reported two, one mon and 
one woman. 
O f this total number 
only one death has so far been re­ 
corded. 
C h i c a g o, June 7*— One death 
due to the heat was reported yes­ 
terday and there were many pros­ 
trations.
